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Libya: [King Idris is considering a strong ^com-

[This move is sparked by the King’s conviction 
that the Crown Prince, selected because he was the 
least controversial candidate, is incapable of pro- 
viding Libya with intelligent leadership. However, 
the recommendation may be a test of the political at- 
mosphere, as was the King’s threatened resignation 
in 1964, and would be withdrawn if it met strong pop- 
lar opposition. The prime minister, Maaziq, would 
probably try to capitalize on this move, and the King 
appears to be already preparing the army for the ideaj 


fl'ormer premier Bin Halim claims support from 
Idris to try to form a republican government.

Dominican Republic: (^Minister of Defense Rivera 
has reiterated that he will not depart unless his con- 
ditions are met. These include a demand for a ‘'flat 
presidential guarantee*' that no further changes will 
be made in the high command during the life of the 
provisional regime. President Garcia Godoy is ex- 
tremely reluctant to grant this concession, claiming 
it would allow the military chiefs to ignore presi- 
dential orders. He also tears probable leftist opposi- 
tion to such assurances. " " 



Ecuador: High-ranking military officers ap- 
parently are~divided over whether to replace the 
present three-man military junta with General Marcos 
Gandara Enriquez --one of the members-~some other 
military man, or an interim civilian president. The 
majority reportedly is in favor of Gandara's assuming 
power and canceling the 5 June elections, requesting 
the resignation of all civilian members of the cabinet, 
and taking strong measures to stop student demonstra- 
tions and disorders. Small groups of students con- 
tinued to demonstrate on 4 February in the principal 
cities, but have as yet been unable to enlist the sup- 
port of political and labor groups. 
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* Belgium : A last-minute intervention by King 
Baudouin has temporarily averted a government crisis. 
The King’s unusual action contrasts with his aloofness 
from political activity up to now and probably results 
only from a conviction of the gravity of the political situa- 
tion, according to the US Embassy in Brussels, The 
threatened doctors' strike- -which provoked the govern- 
ment crisis--has been indefinitely postponed. The pos- 
sibility of a retaliatory general strike by organized labor 
has thus been averted. / 
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
